NHS asks KoS readers to help boost life-saving supplies

VITAL blood supplies are at risk of 
falling dangerously low - and the 
NHS has called on Kent on Sunday 
readers to roll up their sleeves and 
make a donation. 

Health experts say the drop follows the bout 
of severe weather which hit the county, leaving 
many people unable to reach donation sessions 
because of the heavy snow 

Accidents caused by icy pavements and 
treacherous driving conditions also meant 
additional supplies were used across the UK 
to treat casualties in A&E. 

People’s busy personal lives over Christmas 
was another factor blamed for the decrease in 
donors coming forward. 

Claire Dolling, spokeswoman for NHS Blood 
and Transplant, said the festive season always 
leads to a drop in donors, but this year the 
problem has been even worse. 

“Because Christmas fell on a Friday this 
year, there were fewer blood donor sessions 
taking place over the two-week period; six full 
days and two half days instead of the usual 10 
full days,” she said. 

“It’s vital that people continue to give blood - 
especially at this time of year as stocks tradi¬ 
tionally take a drop. 

“Christmas can be a hectic time for many.

With all the preparations and anticipation for 
the festive season, giving blood can fall down 
the ‘to-do list’. We are urging Kent on Sunday 
readers to think of others and give blood as it 
really does save lives. 

“Blood stocks have to be constantly replen¬ 
ished and we’d like to get more people regular¬ 
ly giving blood in the Kent area.” 

Donated blood - which is used in life-saving 
operations - cannot be stockpiled as the two 
components taken from it have short shelf lives. 

Ms Dolling said: “Platelets - a clotting factor 
used to help treat leukaemia and cancer 
patients - last for just five days. 

“Red cells last longer at 35 days, and are 
often transfused to patients suffering from 
severe anaemia or severe blood loss. 

“It’s therefore vital that both regular and new 
donors come forward to give blood and ensure 
sufficient blood is available for patients.” 

Ruth Greenaway, from the National Blood 
Service, part of NHS Blood and Transplant, 
said although supplies in the county were not 
yet at rock bottom, the spell of severe weather 
had hit stocks. 

“The bad weather kept people from getting 
to their donation sessions,” she said. “People 
should make it their New Year’s resolution to 


give blood - it’s only once every 16 weeks.” 

Stocks of blood are moved around the UK 
dependant on where they are needed at any 
one time. 

Thirty per cent of red blood cells issued to 
hospitals are used in cardiothoracic, 
orthopaedic and general surgery. 

They are essential to replace blood loss in 
accidents, surgery and after childbirth, and 
are used in the treatment of anaemia and for 
sickle cell disease. 

Around 700,000 donations are needed every 
single day across the UK to ensure there are 
enough supplies to help treat patients. 

Just 4,810 people gave blood in Kent over 
the Christmas period. 

Statistics revealed by NHS Blood and 
Transplant showed that 96 per cent of people 
rely on the other four per cent to give blood. 

Ms Dolling added: “Giving blood is one of 
most selfless acts you can do to help others. 

“It takes less than an hour, is painless and 
you never know when you may need blood 
yourself. Appointments can be made so you’re 
not kept waiting and many people fit it in on 
their way to or from work. 

“If it’s been on your to-do list for ages and 
you haven’t gotten around to it then tick it off 
today. Save a life and give blood.”

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Bloodshed continues 
as another hero dies 


Soldier sixth from county killed in Afghanistan in 2009

THE death of another soldier 
killed serving on the frontline in 
Afghanistan has marked what 
has been a bloody six weeks for 
the county 

Rifleman Aidan Howell, from Sidcup, was 
the fourth young soldier from Kent to die in 
the run up to the New Year. 

The 19-year-old, from the 3rd Battalion, 
The Rifles, was killed in an explosion in the 
Kajaki area of Helmand Province on Monday 

His devastated family paid tribute to their 
“Sunshine Boy 7 ’. 

They said: “We cannot begin to express the 
total and utter devastation we feel at the loss 
of our beautiful son Aidan. 

“He may be recognised as a hero now, but to 
his family and everyone who was lucky 
enough to know him, he was already a hero. 

“His loss is a tragedy and he goes to join a 
line of gallant Riflemen who have made the 
ultimate sacrifice in the service of their coun¬ 
try and their mates out here in Afghanistan.” 

The Leeds United fan died just a week after 
Maidstone-born Lance Corporal Michael 
Pritchard was shot and killed. 

The 22-year-old, from the 4th Regiment, 
Royal Military Police, died on December 20 in 
what is believed to have been friendly fire in 
the Sagin area of central Helmand Province. 

An investigation into the circumstances 
surrounding his death is under way. 

Only a month before, Sergeant Robert 
Loughran-Dickson, also from the 4th 
Regiment of the Royal Military Police, was 
shot while taking part in a routine patrol 
in the Nad e-Ali district of the Helmand 
Province. 

A military funeral was held for the 33-year- 
old father-of-one in his home town of Deal. 

But just six days after the service, on 
December 15, news of another death came 
through after Rifleman James Brown, from 
the 3 Rifles Reconnaissance Platoon, was 
killed by suicide bombers in northern 
Helmand. 

The 18-year-old, from Orpington, had only 
joined the platoon in October after complet¬ 
ing his training in Catterick. 

Their tragic deaths bring home the reality 
of life on the frontline in Afghanistan where

more than 100 British lives were lost in 2009. 

Also among those from Kent was Corporal 
Kumar Pun, from the 1st Battalion The 
Royal Gurkha Rifles, based at the Shomcliffe 
Barracks. 

The 31-year-old, from Dover, died in May 
when a suicide bomber crashed into his 
patrol vehicle in the Gereshk region of 
Helmand. 

Just two months later in July, 27-year-old 
Captain Ben Babington-Browne, from 
Maidstone, of the 22 Royal Engineers, was 
killed in a helicopter crash in Afghanistan. 

Tributes have been paid to all the soldiers 
who have lost their lives. 

The family of Lance Cpl Pritchard spoke of 
their great sadness after his death. 

“A light that shines brightly, our precious 
son, brother, grandson, boyfriend and special 
friend to all, we are very proud of you in all 
that you have achieved and you will always be 
in our hearts now and evermore,” they said. 

Among the many tributes paid to the young 
soldier was one from his closest friend in the 
unit, Lance Cpl Joe Cooper, who said he 
would “miss him forever”. 

Tributes were also paid to Rifleman James 
Brown. 

His family called him a “true hero”. 

Days before his death the teenager had 
written home saying: “Merry Christmas to 
my family, dad, Steph, Sam and Elbe, also to 
my dog Smuttsy. 

“Have a good one. Also Merry Christmas to 
my friends who I am with right now.”

His dad, builder Steve, 51, who has three 
daughters, Steph, 21, Sam, 20, and Elbe, 16, 
said: “To know he wished us a Merry 
Christmas is the most special present we’ll 
ever receive.” 

Major James Richardson, Officer 
Commanding B Company, 3 Rifles, called the 
young soldier’s death “particularly cruel”. 

Like Rifleman Brown, Sergeant Robert 
Loughran-Dickson was also called a “true 
hero” by his family. 

“He gave the ultimate sacrifice doing what 
he loved and was devoted to. 

‘You lit up our lives and that light will stay 
bright forever. You will be greatly missed, but 
always loved by all.” 

He was described as an “honest, caring, 
genuine and devoted soldier and father” by 
Captain Karen Tait, operations officer of 160 
Provost Company.

THE search is on to find the

A massive jackpot of £3,786,303 remains 
untouched, as officials from the National 
Lottery try and track down the person who 
bought the winning ticket in the Dover area. 

Players are being urged to check and dou¬ 
ble-check their tickets. 

The winning Lotto numbers which 
matched the midweek draw on Wednesday, 
December 2, are 2,19, 22, 25, 34 and 47. 

The winner has until 5.30pm on Monday, 
May 31, to claim the life-changing prize. 

If no-one comes forward before the dead¬ 
line, the prize money, plus the interest it has 
gained, will go to good causes. 

A spokesperson from the National 
Lottery said: “We’re desperate to find this 
mystery ticket-holder and unite them 
with their winnings - this amazing jackpot 
prize could really make a huge difference 
to somebody’s life. 

'We’re urging everyone to check their old 
tickets again or look anywhere a missing 
ticket could be hiding. 

“Try checking in the pockets of clothing, 
in wallets, bags and down the back of the 
sofa - someone out there could be sitting on 
a fortune. 

We have the champagne on ice and our 
fingers crossed that the lucky winner comes 
forward to claim their prize.” 

To jog Lotto players’ memories, Peter Kay’s 
Animated All Stars topped the UK singles 
chart at the time the winning numbers were 
drawn, with The Official BBC Children in 
Need medley. 

Susan Boyle was at the top of the album 
charts with I Dreamed a Dream. 

Or a little closer to home, Dover Athletic 
were playing on Tuesday, December 1 - the 
night before the Lotto draw. 

The Blue Conference South team were 
away at Staines Town and came away with a 
vital point after a 0-0 draw. 


Since July 15 last year there have been 20 
unclaimed prizes, including the EuroMillion 
draw, totalling £10,522,703. 

If these remain unclaimed the money, plus 
interest, will go to good causes, adding to 
the £23 billion already raised through 


sales of tickets since the National Lottery 
launched in November 1994.

Jailed over fake visa 

A NIGERIAN national who showed a false 
passport to church authorities when he tried 
to get married has been jailed for a year. 

Ayokunie James Osusami of Saltings Road, 
Snodland, pleaded guilty to four counts of doc¬ 
ument fraud, at Maidstone Crown Court. 

Officers from the UK Border Agency Joint 
Immigration Crime Team arrested him on 
September 30 last year when investigations 
into his proposed marriage suggested he had 
presented a false Nigerian passport to the 
church authorities. 

Further enquiries showed Osusami, also 
known as Akeem Olusesi, had entered the UK on 
a visitor visa in 2005 but had not left the countiy. 

The UK Border Agency will seek to deport 
Osusami once his sentence has been served. 

Cops get copper case 

TWO men were arrested after police turned up 
at an empty house in Heme Bay to find all the 
copper piping had been stripped out and piled 
up in a room. 

Banging was heard coming from the house 
before officers arrived at 8pm on Monday, 
December 28.

A SCOUT who rescued a fisherman swept out 
to sea in South Africa is one of several to have 
received bravery awards. 

Qualified lifesaver Andrew Hunt, 17, from 
Deal, was supervising fellow Scouts while on 
an adventure expedition last summer when 
he learned of the fisherman’s plight. 

He said: “I decided to paddle 70 metres 
through high waves on my body board to 
reach him. The waves were pulling us towards 
some rocks, so I had to act quickly and bring 
him to the shore. 

“If it wasn’t for my first aid training in 
Scouting I would never have been able to 
save him.” 

Andrew was one of 12 youngsters through¬ 
out the countiy - and one of three in Kent - to 
receive special awards for outstanding brav- 
eiy from the Scout Association. 

His actions also earned him a certificate of 
commendation from the Royal Life Saving 
Society UK. 

Fourteen-year-old Hannah Walker, from 
Sheemess, was recognised for the help she 


offered to her fellow Minster College pupils 
when a heating vent fell from the ceiling of 
their school gym. 

The shocking incident in May last year, 
which attracted wide media attention, hap¬ 
pened as youngsters from year nine took a 
Sats exam. 

Hannah suffered head and back injuries 
after pushing one of her friends out of the way 
of the vent, but continued to help others who 
were also hurt. 

She said: “I just acted out of instinct and I 
was determined to help my friends. I never 
realised until later that I was injured as well.” 

Kirstie Greenslade, from Broadstairs, 
received her bravery award on her 17th 
birthday after rescuing a man spotted face 
down in the sea. 

The youngster, who was sailing in her 
dinghy at the time, managed to get his head 
out of the water and bring him to safety. 

Kirstie said: “It was good I was able to help 
this man and I feel honoured to receive 
a medal for bravery on my 17th birthday.”

It s Christmas all over 
again as sales boom

SHOPPERS laughed in the face 
of the recession as they turned 
out in their thousands to enjoy 
the post-Christmas sales. 

Visitor numbers at Bluewater were up by 
about 25 per cent on Boxing Day, while high 
streets throughout the county also reported a 
dramatic increase in footfall from the previ¬ 
ous festive period. 

The news is an added bonus for Kent’s 
retailers, who were already boosted by last 
week’s revelation that sales for November 
2009 were up three per cent nationally com¬ 
pared to a year earlier. 

Bluewater general manager Andrew 
Parkinson said most shops did not start their 
sales early like last year, which has helped 
increase post-Christmas footfall figures. 

He said: ‘We expect visitor numbers will be 
about 25 per cent up versus Boxing Day last 
year, with more than 125,000 guests shop¬ 
ping. By 11am our car parks were already at 
70 per cent capacity. 

“Traditionally people visit Bluewater on 
Boxing Day to treat themselves, spending 
Christmas money and gift cards - sales of 
which have increased by 24 per cent - and to 
stock up on spring fashion and accessories. 

“We believe the trend will be the same this 
year although we are also anticipating high¬ 
er than usual sales of big-ticket items like 
flat screen televisions as shoppers rush to 
avoid the VAT increase on January 1.” 

While Boxing Day was certainly prosper¬ 


ous for Bluewater’s retailers, the shopping 
centre’s busiest day of the year was the fol¬ 
lowing Bank Holiday Monday - dubbed 
'Mega Monda/ by managers. 

High streets have also experienced 
increased visitor numbers compared to last 
year. Maidstone town centre manager Bill 
Morris said it was due to the panic of the 
recession having died down. 

He added: “It’s been Christmas all over 
again for the retailers down here because it’s 
been absolutely manic.” 

There was also good news for Westwood 
Cross in Thanet, which was celebrating its 
most successful festive period since it opened. 

Marketing manager Tracie Stevens said: 
“All stores have been incredibly busy and 


the sales have got off to a flying start.” 

She continued: “It will take time for the fig¬ 
ures to come in but it would not be a surprise 
if this was a record-breaking year because the 
goods are just flying off the shelves.” 

Meanwhile, representatives from Bluewater 
will be among those urging the Government to 
extend Sunday opening hours. Along with 
other shopping centres like Manchester’s 
Trafford Centre and Westfield in London, 
Bluewater believes the current trading limit of 
six hours is not long enough.

Increase in thriftiness 


hits our charity shops 


CHARITY shops are seeing fewer donations 
as people struggle with the recession and opt 
to sell their unwanted goods online. 

The popularity of eBay, coupled with the 
economic downturn, has been blamed for the 
drop in donations. And of the goods handed 
in, many have seen better days. 

Managers at charity shops said people are 
choosing to get the most out of their clothes 
before donating them. But they insisted that 
every item given is appreciated. 

Lynda Middleton, area manager for the 
British Heart Foundation in Kent, said the 
last few months have been extremely hard. 

“It’s pretty bad at the moment and we are 
hoping to get as much public support as pos¬ 
sible,” she said. “More people are shopping in 
charity shops, but less are donating... 

“I’m just hoping that in the next few weeks 
we’ll see an upturn with people bringing in 
unwanted Christmas presents.” 

Isobella Abison, assistant manager of the 
British Red Cross shop in Folkestone, agreed 


there has been a noticeable drop in the 
amount of goods donated to charity shops. 

“I think people have more of an under¬ 
standing about what things are worth, so 
they perhaps look at what they can sell 
themselves on the internet,” she said. 

Ms Abison said although the shop stocks 
high quality goods, some donations need a bit 
of extra work when they come in. 

‘We appreciate all the donations we get 
and we now have a dressmaker who can 
stitch things up. We have to be a bit more cre¬ 
ative with things now.” 

But while some are struggling, others are 
continuing to flourish, with donations the 
same as they have always been. 

Trudy Hollingsbee, manager of Oxfam in 
Canterbury, said the shop is bucking the 
national trend: “We’re very lucky here that 
donations are still coming in. The only thing 
that has changed is that the standard of 
some of the bric-a-brac has gone down, but 
really, we have nothing to complain about.” 


Drug traces found in teen’s body 


THE family of a 14-year-old boy who 
was found dead in Gravesend in 
November have revealed he had 
taken drugs before he died. 

Edward Barry’s parents, Patrick 
and Justine Barry, said: “The toxi¬ 
cology report concluded methadone 
was detected at a concentration 
within the range associated with 
Edward Barry fatalities in people with little or no 



tolerance to the drug. We are also 
aware diazepam was detected. 
Whilst these results give us an indi¬ 
cation of why he died, we will wait 
for the coroner to decide the cause of 
his death.” 

Edward attended Gravesend 
Grammar School for Boys. His body 
was found in a home in Parrock 
Street, Gravesend.

‘Ends justify means’ 


A FORMER youth club worker who sexual¬ 
ly abused six children could face life behind 
bars after a judge handed him an indefinite 
prison sentence, writes Anna White. 

David Mason, of Cambridge Crescent in 
Shepway, was sentenced by Judge Andrew 
Patience at Maidstone Crown Court. 

The court heard how the 55-year-old used 
a false identity to befriend families in order 
to abuse the children at his home. 

Between January, 2007, and July, 2009, the 
paedophile sexually abused six victims, all 
aged between five and 13 years old. 

Prosecuting, Tom Dunn told the court 
Mason had warned 
officers that he was a 
“danger” to children 
and wanted them “to 
punish him and throw 
away the key”. 

Mason came under 
investigation when a 
parent of a nine-year- 
old girl he had

JAIL: David Mason beMended at a youth 
club, discovered he 
was using a fake name and was wanted by 
Scottish police over a similar incident. 

Mason was taken to Scotland for question¬ 
ing on July 4 last year, and when he 
returned to Maidstone days later he went to 
the police station to admit he had commit¬ 
ted sexual offences with children. 

One of the most serious counts involved 
Mason subjecting a 13-year-old girl to 
repeated rape and abuse. Mason went on to 
abuse the girl’s friends and a relation. 

He also encouraged a 14-year-old boy to 
perform sexual acts on him and a girl. 

The paedophile, who was convicted of 
abusing a 12-year-old Boy Scout in 1982, 
pleaded guilty to 26 sexual offences and to 
obtaining a National Insurance number by 
using false information. 

The charges included several counts of 
rape, and various other sexual offences, all 
against children. 

Judge Patience said: “You subjected six 
children to the most wicked, foul and vile 
abuse to gratify your perverted desires.” 

Mason will have to serve seven years 
before he can be eligible for parole, but 
Judge Patience said he believes the sex 
offender will still be a threat to children and 
would serve an indefinite sentence. 

An application has been entered for 
Mason to be issued a sexual prevention 
order in case he is released. 


TO MANY outsiders, Det Con 
Mikaela Stevens’job is one of the 
most horrific and upsetting 
imaginable. 

A member of Kent Police’s public protection 
unit, it is her duty to sift through thousands 
of child pornography pictures every year - 
many of which will contain images of young¬ 
sters being beaten or forced to have sex with 
animals. 

But after having spent just over a year in 
her new role, the 28-year-old told KOS Media 
she thought it was one of the best jobs going. 

DC Stevens said: “It’s brilliant, because ulti¬ 
mately it protects children. They’re the most 
vulnerable members of society, so you can’t 
get much better than that. 

“You do have to deal with a lot of potential¬ 
ly horrible things, but the end goal is worth it. 
I have to look at so many of these pictures 
that they merge into the ether of everything 
we do. 

Families 


DC Mikaela Stevens has to look at thousands of pictures 
of child abuse every year as part of her job hunting down 
paedophiles. She tells reporter STEVE KNIGHT about the 
difficulties that come with her role, and why it’s worth 
it to protect the most vulnerable members of our society 


“The most unpleasant part of the job is the 
fallout from the families of the offenders and 
the impact it has on them. 

“There’s nothing nice whatsoever about 
knocking on someone’s door and explaining to 
a relative why you are there. 

‘You don’t forget those, but I would happily 
knock on 100 doors if it meant saving one 
child from abuse.” 

DC Stevens has been employed by Kent 
Police for the past seven years and joined the 
public protection unit, based at Kent Police 
HQ in Maidstone, in November, 2008. 

Every day she reviews packages of informa¬ 


tion about suspected paedophiles to deter¬ 
mine whether there is enough evidence to 
obtain a search warrant from the magistrates 
and, ultimately, to present a case to the 
Crown Prosecution Service. 

Pictures and videos containing depictions of 
child abuse are categorised on a scale of one 
to five, with level one showing images of “erot¬ 
ic posing, with no sexual activity”. 

The level of abuse increases gradually up to 
level five, which are images depicting sadism 
or bestiality. 

The number of pictures of each category 
can often determine the length of sentence a 
convicted paedophile can expect to receive. 

DC Stevens said: ‘You do have to put a lot 
of thought into taking up a role like this, but 
it’s not the sort of job you would apply for 
unless you were fully prepared to deal with 
that sort of thing. 

“There’s a lot of training provided by the 
child exploitation and online protection team, 
and the force has a strong support network to 
ensure everyone is looked after. 

“I don’t think you ever get desensitised 
from looking at child abuse images, but some 
things are easier to deal with than others. 

“We all talk to each other about the things 
we have seen, and I think that helps, because

the prison sentence imposed on him in 
November, Payne was also made subject to a 
seven-year sexual offences prevention order 
and he will be on the sex offenders’ register. 

DC Stevens said: “The reactions you get 
from the families of offenders aren’t particu¬ 
larly pleasant, but the ends justify the means. 

“At the end of the day you never know what 
you’re going to find, but it could help save a 
child, whether they be in Kent or somewhere 
on the other side of the world.”

A PAEDOPHILE jailed for making child pom 
attempted to justify himself by telling police: 
“I’m not the only one in the world doing it”. 

Kim Wildey, 55, from Sittingboume, will 
spend the next 15 months in prison after 
being caught with 99 pictures and 54 movie 
clips on his computer - four of which depict¬ 
ed sadism and/or bestiality. 

He pleaded guilty to four charges of making 
indecent images and 16 of possessing them, 
and was sentenced at Maidstone Crown 
Court on Wednesday, December 23.

Judge Andrew Patience told Wildey: ‘You 
are a worrying case because you seem not to 
appreciate entirely just how grave these 
offences are. 

“In interview you said ‘I’m not the only one 
in the world doing it’. As I speak, somewhere 
on this planet someone is doing wicked things 
to terrified children. Children are damaged 
because people like you gain gratification 
from looking at such material.” 


In sentencing Wildey, Judge Patience took 
into consideration a conviction in 1996 for 
gross indecency and indecent assault. 

Wildey must sign the sex offenders’ register 
and remain on it for the next 10 years. 

Det Con Mark Tyler, who led the investiga¬ 
tion, said: “Investigations identified that 
Wildey had downloaded child abuse images. 

“The viewing of child abuse images is not a 
victimless crime, and serves to encourage 
even more abuse of the most vulnerable peo¬ 
ple in society” 
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Heart attack victim is 
now a record breaker 


A WEIGHTLIFTER has powered 
his way into the record books less 
than two years after suffering a 
heart attack that left him on life 
support, writes Steve Knight. 

Mark Macey, 47, from Sittingboume, beat 
off the competition to win the Masters 1 divi¬ 
sion of the South East Powerlifting 
Championships, which were held at Astor 
College, Dover. 

En route to glory he broke the squat record 
in the 90kg weight category by lifting 250kg 
- the equivalent of more than three washing 
machines. 

His achievement was made all the more 
incredible considering he spent 18 days in a 
coma after suffering a near-fatal heart 
attack, and a further six weeks in hospital 
recovering. 

Mr Macey said: “The support I have had 
from my family, friends and colleagues has 
been fantastic and it makes a big difference 
when they are there for you.

Winter chaos 
lessons ‘learnt’

LESSONS will be learned 
from the winter weather 
that brought chaos to 
Kent’s road and rail net¬ 
work, says transport minis¬ 
ter Paul Clark. 

The MP for Gillingham and 
Rainham said he felt the county 
coped generally well with last 
month’s cold snap, but major prob¬ 
lems affecting the Eurostar service 
in particular were “unacceptable”. 

He added that he had already 
noticed improvements in the level of 
response compared to when the 
snow last fell, in February. 

Mr Clark said: "Lessons were 
learned from February, for instance 
I haven’t heard any reports of salt 
supplies running out. I also think 
there has been better co-ordination 
for services generally. 

“But there will always be further 
improvements that can be taken on 
board and 1 have no doubt that once 
things are back to normal we will 
want to have a further review of 
what went well and what did not” 

Traffic was brought to a standstill 
and trains cancelled, while thou¬ 
sands of Eurostar customers were 
left stranded for days when a series 
of breakdowns brought the cross- 
Channel service to its knees. 

Many also found themselves 
trapped inside the Channel Tunnel 
while engineers worked to rectify 
the problem, which is now the sub¬ 
ject of an independent review: 

Shadow transport minister .Julian 
Brazier, MP for Canterbury and

Whits table, aired his concerns about 
the incident in a letter to Mr Clark, 
who agreed such a situation must 
not be allowed to happen again. 

Mr Clark said: “Every step was 
taken to ensure Kents roads were 
kept clear and Network Rail did all it 
could to keep a complex rail system up 
and running, but the issues around 


Eurostar were clearly unacceptable, 

“A lot of people were very' adverse¬ 
ly affected by the problems and 
that’s w r hy over the weekend in 
question 1 received regular updates 
and was also involved in discussions 
with my French counterparts and 
with Eurostar themselves. 

“But. there are still several ques¬ 
tions that need to be answered * 

According to Kent County 
Council, all 53 primary routes in the 
county were salted six times and 46 
secondary routes four times when 
the snowfall was at its heaviest - 
between Thursday, December 17, 
and Sunday December 20. 

But despite more than 6,500 
tonnes of salt being spread, 
motorists still struggled to leave 
their homes and train services w r cre 
regularly delayed or cancelled. 

Mr Clark said it had been agreed 
that the amount of money spent on 
tackling ice and snow r w r as propor¬ 
tionate to how r often the UK suffers 
from it per year: “On the whole we 
don’t have that many days of snow 
of the quantity we did last month, i 
don’t know* how' frequently it will 
happen in the future, but if it does 
carry on then obviously we will have 
to review the spending situation.” 


Gritting is on the wrong path 


A TACK of salt protecting the coun¬ 
ty’s frozen pavements has been 
blamed on a previous reorganisation 
of Kent Highway Services. 

Kent lib Bern leader Cllr Trudy 
Dean said the effect of the shake-up 
several years ago was that borough 
councils can no longer grit the paths 
in their area without first waiting for 
a delivery from KCC. 

She said: “Staff at the more remote 


S|>ots do not have the local knowl¬ 
edge to know where the most impor¬ 
tant and dangerous spots are, where 
gritting is needed for the public to be 
able to get to shops safely. 

“Kent Highway Services don’t 
appear to have learned from last 
February when the same thing hap¬ 
pened. KCC should return to the 
arrangement with the boroughs and 
give them the grit to do the job.”

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Hit-and-run murder victim 
was a ‘loving, caring man’ 

Police searching for missing car involved in killing 


THE widow of a man murdered in a 
hit-and-run attack says her heart 
has been “ripped open” by his death. 

Jack Treeby, 43, from Rainham, was crushed 
beneath the wheels of a Range Rover that sped 
towards him in Quarry Road, Maidstone, at 
about 7pm last Sunday. 

His brother Gary, 39, was also hit by the 
vehicle and was shot during the incident. 

He suffered life-threatening injuries and is 
currently in a stable condition in hospital. 

Jack Treeby’s son - also called Jack - suffered 
minor injuries when he too was clipped by the 
Land Rover as it sped away. 

It has been reported in the national press 
that the killing may have been sparked by an 
argument over sexual infidelities. 

Cooperation 

Karen Treeby - the widow of the murdered man 
- said her husband was a “loving, caring man” 
who “worshipped” his wife and children. 

She added: “He did not deserve what happened 
to him. I feel like my heart has been ripped open. 

“We have been robbed of a wonderful, caring 
man who will live in our hearts forever.” 

Kent Police are currently viewing CCTV footage 
and following up a number of lines of inquiry. 
They are also examining a second vehicle - a Ford 
Mondeo - which was set alight at the scene. 

Det Supt Lee Catling said: “We appreciate this 
incident may have caused alarm, but would like

to reassure the community that extensive 
inquiries are being carried out in order to bring 
the offenders to justice. 

“We are grateful to the residents for their assis¬ 
tance with the investigation. 

“Their co-operation nas been vital in 
moving forward with our lines of inquiry 
and bringing together the many ele¬ 
ments of this murder investigation. 

“We continue to appeal for information 
however, and would like to hear from 
anyone who witnessed the incident or 
the moments leading up to it.” 

DS Catling added that officers were 
also trying to locate the Range Rover, 
which is a blue estate similar to the 
model pictured, with the possible regis¬ 
tration number J862 WEG. 

A post-mortem examination confirmed 
Mr Treeby died as a result of multiple 
head and chest injuries.

VIOLENT men who subject their 
families to domestic abuse are 
being given the chance to reform. 

The new self-referral programme comes at a 
time of year recognised by professionals as 
particularly problematic, when the festive sea¬ 
son can bring tension and pressure to the fam¬ 
ily home. 

This is blamed on stress and money worries 
combined with increased alcohol consumption 
and spending more time with family 

The new community domestic abuse pro¬ 
gramme, run by the St Giles Trust and Kent

Probation Service, allows men to sign them¬ 
selves up for a 27-week course of counselling 
sessions. 

Experts behind the scheme say this makes 
them take responsibility for their actions and 
find out why they subject loved ones to vio¬ 
lence. It is the first of its kind in the country 
and has proved so successful in Tonbridge, 
Folkestone and Medway, that it is now being 
rolled out across north Kent. 


Rob Owen, chief executive at the St Giles 
Trust, said it was crucial the reasons 
behind domestic abuse were examined and 
that abusers faced up to their actions. 

“About one-in-four people will experience 
some form of domestic abuse in their life¬ 
time,” he said. 

“It is vital victims are supported, but 
alongside this we work at the source of the 
problem with the perpetrators, getting 
them to change their behaviour. 

“We don’t wave a magic wand and the 
community domestic abuse programme is 
very challenging, not an easy ride. 

“However, it helps promote the safety of 
women and children and enables the men 
to learn to handle their relationships with¬ 
out resorting to conflict and abuse.” 

Convictions 

The Home Office-approved scheme has 
seen 35 men successfully complete the 
course since it launched in early 2009, with 
27 partners and 77 children subsequently 
helped. 

There are 25 men currently engaged in 
the programme, which is based on an exist¬ 
ing scheme run by St Giles working with 
men who have convictions for domestic 
abuse. 

With the new course, men who realise 
they have a problem can get the help they 
need, even if they have not been convict¬ 
ed. According to experts, it can help put a 
stop to domestic abuse before it gets out of 
control. 

A charity official said: “The men who 
attend the programme come from all walks 
of life. Many are living with their partners

and children, some are separated and oth¬ 
ers have accepted their future lies else¬ 
where. A common theme among them is a 
motivation to change their ways.” 

The course consists of group sessions 
with eight men and two facilitators and a 
monthly support group is also run for those 
who have completed the programme. 

Det Ch Insp Trevor Lawry, of Kent 
Police’s public protection unit, said it was 
particularly important to highlight domes¬ 
tic abuse at this time of year. 

He said: “The festive season can bring 
tension and pressure to the home and 
money worries combined with spending 
more time at home and increased alcohol 
consumption can lead to domestic abuse. 

“Substance abuse can make things more 
unpredictable and severe, but will never be 
accepted as an excuse for subjecting a part¬ 
ner to domestic abuse. 

“It is not acceptable for anyone to live in 
fear of being abused. If you are a victim of 
domestic abuse, or a neighbour who knows 
domestic abuse is happening, please report 
it. Don’t wait until the problem escalates 
because it could be too late. 

“It is essential that victims of domestic 
abuse realise they are not alone.”

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CHANNEL Tunnel operator 
Eurotunnel has defended its 
actions during the pre-Christmas 
travel chaos - and attacked both 
train company Eurostar and the 
police for their handling of the sit¬ 
uation, writes Nick Ames. 

The company said there was a lack of com¬ 
munication from the train operator to passen¬ 
gers, and evacuations were prolonged because 
people took bags with them in violation of safe¬ 
ty procedures. It also blamed the police for 
excessive checking of passengers. 

A bulletin issued to Eurotunnel sharehold¬ 
ers on Christmas Day that made the accusa¬ 
tions also rejected claims the firm contributed 
to the chaos when 2,000 people were trapped 
in five broken-down trains under the Channel. 

The statement reads: “Despite the fact 
that Eurotunnel is clearly not to blame for 
these failures, nor responsible for 
Eurostar’s customer service, and that our 
teams intervened with speed and profes¬ 
sionalism, above and beyond what is strict¬ 
ly required, we have been unfairly criticised 
for not having reacted correctly.” 

The statement was issued after the 
breakdowns in the run-up to Christmas, 
which were caused by condensation in the 
trains’ electrical systems after the inter¬ 
change of cold air from the outside and 
warmer air in the Channel Tunnel. 

It also criticised Eurostar’s communica¬ 
tion with travellers on board the stricken 
trains. 

The bulletin said: “Although in continued 
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Police and Eurostar 

added to the chaos . 
says Tunnel operator 


contact with our teams, it is clear the Eurostar 
teams obviously did not give the right infor¬ 
mation to passengers.” 

It went on to say Eurostar staff “in total dis¬ 
regard of safety procedures, told the passen¬ 
gers to bring their luggage with them”. 

Eurotunnel also said it was “unacceptable” 


that several Eurostar staff from the evacuated 
trains had been “complaining that they need¬ 
ed to be relieved” from duty. 

The company also criticised Kent Police, 
claiming officers had “conducted a series of 
incomprehensible and interminable checks 
and controls” during the crisis. 


A police spokesman said: “We will discuss 
any specific concerns, if raised through the 
appropriate channels.” 

After the attacks Eurostar said an independ¬ 
ent review being carried out would “establish 
the truth once and for all”. 

In a statement, the company said passen¬ 
gers’ safety was never compromised. 

“In our view they should allow the panel of 
experts to get on with the review and let the 
facts speak for themselves,” Eurostar said. 

“The remit of the review is much wider than 
just the evacuation of passengers from the 
tunnel and looks at all of the circumstances 
both before and after the 18 and 19 December.” 

Some passengers spent hours trapped in the 
tunnel on the night of December 18 and spoke 
of awful conditions and lack of food and water.

Question 
time for 
the BBC 



Dumbing down seems to be 
everywhere on the BBC. I am 62 
so can remember when we had 
very little on the screen, but by my 
40s it was superb. Even Strictly 
Come Dancing is full of soap 
stars. Not everyone watches TV 
for trivia and prima donnas.

As with other broadcasters, the 
schedules on the BBC have evolved 
significantly as we adapt to the 
needs of our diverse audiences. 

There is always a temptation to 
remember only the great shows 
from eras like the 1980s but if you 
compare the schedules from those 
days with today, I think you will find 
that the breadth of programming is 
more diverse and stronger. 

For example, weekday evenings 
on BBC One in the 80s were domi¬ 
nated by US imports like Dynasty. 
You won’t find many US imports on 
peak time BBC One - we prefer to 
invest in UK programming, whilst 
bringing the occasional US pro¬ 
gramme we think has something 
special. 

Every programme we show has a 
different target audience and light 
entertainment is very popular with 
UK audiences. But I hope you will 
feel that BBC entertainment pro¬ 
grammes are different from those 
on offer elsewhere. 

We try very hard to meet the 
needs of everyone. 

A recent decision in your South 
East Today office to replace two 
of its presenters - Geoff Clark and 
Beverly Thompson - was met with 
claims of ageism. What do you 
say to such claims?

I have been reassured by South 
East Today that the decision to 
change their presenters was about 
refocusing the programme editorial¬ 
ly and not to do with age. Many pro¬ 
grammes will want to make 
changes from time to time. 

In terms of the debate around 
ageism, the BBC values the talent of 


all ages. For example, no other 
broadcaster can claim to represent 
older women as well as the BBC. 

However, the debate demon¬ 
strates that viewers want much 
more than just youth on screen, and 
at the BBC we have taken this very 
much on board.

How can the BBC justify the inflat¬ 
ed pay of presenters when that 
money could be better spent on 
original programmes to replace the 
interminable repeats of previous 
programmes such as Flog It, etc? 

Olwen Ford, via email. 

For many, the fees we pay top pre¬ 
senters seem a great deal of money. 
We’re working hard to address this, 
and our presenters are realistic 
about the level of fees in the current 
climate. But viewers and listeners 
tell me they want the best talent on 
the BBC, not the cheapest. 

BBC One peak-time repeats are 
down to 8.2 per cent from 8.3 per 
cent last year and 9.7 per cent in 
2004-05. But repeats shouldn’t 
always be viewed negatively. 
Carefully selected repeats are val¬ 
ued by audiences and many viewers 
appreciate another chance to view 


their favourite programmes. 

Original programming, such as 
Life on BBC One and Women We 
Love on BBC Four, remains a cen¬ 
tral purpose for us and I believe we 
offer predominantly new and origi¬ 
nal quality programmes. 

Why does South East Today 
focus so heavily on Sussex, espe¬ 
cially Brighton? Kent is very much 
the poor relation.

The reporting team makes every 
effort to reflect life across the South 
East region. There is no intentional 
focus on life in Sussex. 

South East Today has two dedicat¬ 
ed east Kent reporters and a video 
journalist on a rotating basis in 
Chatham to increase our coverage of 
the Medway towns. 

The team works hard to create a 
mixture of hard news stories and 
features on issues which affect peo¬ 
ple in Kent and East Sussex. 

The BBC seems to be rarely out of 
the headlines at the moment. Does 
Mr Thompson feel the corporation’s 
main role should be to make the 
news or simply report on it?

We are often in the news, partly 
because the BBC is where many of 
the big debates are played out. 

We are funded by the public, so it’s 
right that we are scrutinised by 
Parliament and the media as well as 
listeners and viewers. 

It is perhaps our most important 
role to report the news. Thankfully 
the vast majority of our news cover¬ 
age is about the issues you want to 
know and care about whether in 
Kent, Westminster, or the world. 

We have a lively ongoing debate 
about British broadcasting because 
we cherish it as the best in the 
world.

HATE crime towards autistic 
people will be the subject of a 
new Big Lottery-funded research 
programme. 

Carers, politicians and the police know 
adults with autism and other learning dis¬ 
abilities do suffer abuse from strangers, but 
have been unable to determine the scale of 
the problem. 

However, a new project run by the Tizard 
Centre at the University of Kent aims to 
provide a better understanding of hate 
crimes and victimisation endured by autis¬ 
tic people. 

Principal investigator Dr Julie Beadle- 
Brown - a senior lecturer in learning dis¬ 
ability - explained the purpose of the proj¬ 
ect, which has just received almost 
£350,000 from the Big Lottery research 
programme. 

She said: “It’s partly down to the fact that 
we have spent the last 30 years moving peo¬ 
ple out of institutions and into the commu-

nity, allowing them to live where they like. 

“But people can’t really be integrated if 
they feel they can’t go out; are treated dif¬ 
ferently by society; and if they are being 
robbed or burgled. How often that sort of 
thing happens we don’t know, but what we 
do know is that it does happen.” 

Titled Living in Fear: Promoting Better 
Outcomes for People with Disabilities, the 
Medway-based project will use local focus 
groups as well as national surveys to 
research hate crimes and how agencies 
such as the police respond to them. 

It will run for three years in partnership 
with Autism London and the learning dis¬ 
ability charity MCCH, with an estimated 
500 individuals and 20 organisations 
expected to benefit. Organisers hope the 
project will serve as an evidence base to 


Beds relocated after outbreak 


WINTER vomiting bug has forced 12 beds 
at an NHS hospital to be transferred to 
another site. 

NHS West Kent officials said the reha¬ 
bilitation beds at Tonbridge Community 
Hospital have been temporarily moved to 
Sevenoaks Hospital until Monday, 
January 4. 

The infection control measure came after 
patients and staff at the Tonbridge hospital 
came down with a winter vomiting bug. 

Barrie Collins, chief nurse for West Kent 
Community Health, said: “We are working 


to ensure patients and staff recover from 
the infection as soon as possible. 

“Nobody is seriously ill and we expect to 
be able to restore the beds to Tonbridge 
after completing a deep clean, which is rou¬ 
tine after infection.” 

Inpatients at Tonbridge will not be dis¬ 
charged to nursing homes or other hospitals 
to ensure the infection does not spread. 

The NHS is also working closely with 
Kent Adult Social Services to find alterna¬ 
tive placements and has boosted communi¬ 
ty support to help patients remain at home. 


enable policymakers to improve the support 
on offer to vulnerable people. 

Dr Beadle-Brown said: “Through a very 
small amount of research we know it is an 
issue and one of the things we need to explore 
is just what people are reporting. 

‘We believe it probably takes the same form 
as other types of abuse like racial harass¬ 
ment, but it might seem more severe to some 
people with learning difficulties. 

“We don’t know how prevalent these 
attacks are so our aim is to explore that with 
sufferers, police and carers to see how often it 


happens and what the outcomes are. 

“Medway is quite a well-defined area so we 
can explore the issues here fairly easily. There 
shouldn’t be any difference really with any¬ 
where else in Kent.” 

Maria Bremmers, network co-ordinator for 
Autism London, said the charity was delight¬ 
ed to receive the Big Lottery grant. 

She added: “Excellent community safety ini¬ 
tiatives can be found in the UK and Kent is 
no exception. But there is little robust evi¬ 
dence to inform policy and practice, especially 
concerning the experiences of people with 
autism. 

“There is a strong commitment from all the 
stakeholders in this project to make a real dif¬ 
ference by filling the gaps in knowledge and, 
where necessary, making real and lasting 
change.”

Teacher of the year 
making ‘maths fun’ 


A MATHS teacher crowned the 
South East’s king of the classroom 
in October has gone on to beat 
other hopefuls to scoop the nation¬ 
al award, writes Marijke Cox. 

Dan Walton, who stormed to victory in the 
regionals, was named UK secondary school 
teacher of the year at the UK Teaching 
Awards ceremony at the Theatre Royal in 
London, broadcast live on BBC2. 

The 34-year-old, who works at St John’s 
Catholic Comprehensive in Gravesend, beat 
off 14 other teachers who were shortlisted in 
the regional competitions. 

He said he was honoured and privileged to 
have won such a prestigious award and 
thanked his school for all its support. 

“A large number of St John’s pupils and col¬ 
leagues have supported me and met the 
judges on my behalf,” said Mr Walton. 

“It is a great feeling to be part of something 
the whole school is proud of and celebrating.” 

Mr Walton’s passion for teaching started 
after he finished a degree in maths and 
German at Hull University, when he went on 
to teach for a year in South Africa. On his 
return he started training at St John’s School 
and Canterbury Christchurch University. 
His award recognises his achievements and 
his mentoring of trainee teachers. 

His provision of extra support for strug¬ 
gling students was also acknowledged. 

Pupils say Mr Walton is a “legend” and his 
fun lessons have led to many pupils achiev¬ 
ing two grades higher than expected. 

Judges from the teaching awards described

him as a “huge influence” at St John’s and 
they focused on his “great rapport” with stu¬ 
dents, which creates a “can-do culture”. 

They described his personality as “infec¬ 
tious” and praised him for his ability to 
empathise with pupils. His coaching of 
trainee and newly-qualified teachers was 
also called “exceptional”. 

Mr Walton graduated in 2001 with a PGCE 
in 11-18 mathematics. 

Brian Morgan, senior lecturer in postgrad¬ 
uate initial teacher education at Canterbury 
Christchurch, said the university was 
thrilled with Mr Walton’s achievements. 

“We are delighted that the strengths of one 
of our former PGCE mathematics student 
teachers have been recognised by the award 
of Teacher of the Year in a Secondary School 
2009,” he said. 

“As his former subject tutor and profession¬ 
al tutor, I have a personal interest in his 
award, which Dan richly deserves.”

A DEEP-SEA diver has written a 
new book exploring the prominent 
role Kent played in the history of 
the pastime.

port systems worn by astronauts can be traced 
back to the original diving helmet. 

He said: “It’s a long-forgotten fact that 
Whitstable was where diving was invented, 
and for 100 years the town had a monopoly on 
the trade. If anyone wanted to hire a diver, 
that’s where they would have to go to find one. 

“Brothers John and Charles Deane came up 
with the diving helmet and they first used it in 
1829 to salvage an East Indiaman ship sunk 
off the coast of the Isle of Wight. 

“The insurance firm Lloyds of London sent 
them down there to recover as much as possi¬ 


ble before it was smashed to pieces, 
and they were very successful. 

“The diving industry eventually 
outgrew Whitstable so Liverpool 
became the next real place for it until 
it spread all over the country and 
then around the world.” 

Legendary Kentish author Charles 
Dickens first referred to diving as 
“another Whitstable trade” - second 
to its famous oyster industry - in a 
book about the town that was pub¬ 
lished in 1859. 

Dr Bevan borrowed the 
description for his most recent 
publication, which is the follow-up 
to The Infernal Diver - the defini¬ 
tive reference book on the inven¬ 
tion of the diving helmet. 

A former research scientist for the 
Ministry of Defence, Dr Bevan has been 
involved in diving his entire life and now 
acts as a consultant for diving accidents in 
litigation cases.

In 1970 he broke the satura¬ 
tion chamber dive world record 
when he and a colleague 
reached a depth of 1500ft. 

Dr Bevan said: “I just love 
the adventure of diving. It’s 
like going into another world 
with completely different forms 
of animal life, and it’s really 
exciting. 

“You just get hooked on the 
weightlessness and on all the 
things you can see and find, 
and for me it’s the equivalent of 
space travel. 

“From biology to photography 
to exploration, there are just so 
many different interests that can be 
connected to diving.”

COMPUTER-programmed drugs that 
know when and where to start work¬ 
ing could become a reality, thanks to 
pioneering research at the University 
of Kent. 

Thanks to work carried out by Dr Dominique 
Chu and his PhD student Radu Zabet, scientists 
now have a greater understanding of the speed at 
which tiny biological computers can carry out cal¬ 
culations inside living cells. 

Dr Chu told KOS Media that his findings could 
help aid the creation of intelligent drugs within the 
next decade. 

He said: “Desktop computers use certain compo¬ 
nents to carry out calculations, but with molecular 
computing you do not necessarily have to use elec¬ 
tronic devices. One possibility is using 
genes to carry out the same sort of calcula¬ 
tions, but on a much smaller scale. 

“We obviously wouldn’t use these types of 
computers to run Word or Windows, but we 
can use them to perform other tasks that 
could have huge potential benefits for the 
future. One would be in the area of drug 
delivery. 

“For example, at the moment cancer 
drugs are not very specific and go through 
the body killing cells off all over the place. 

We want a drug that can intelligently seek 
out any cancer cells, go to them and release 
its chemicals there. 

“In terms of building these types of com¬ 
puters, we are very close.” 

Dr Chu’s paper, which has been published 
by the Journal of the Royal Society 
Interface, explores the fundamental limits 
molecular computers are subject to. 

His work concludes that the speed of such 
devices is affected by their metabolic rate or 
their ability to process energy, but that the 
reliability of a computation can be increased 
by investing more energy through, for 
instance, food sources. 

The paper could lead to advancements in 
medicine only previously thought possible 
in science fiction films such as the 1987 
blockbuster Innerspace and its 1966 prede¬ 
cessor Fantastic Voyage. 

Dr Chu said: “Our results are potentially 
of high theoretical and practical impor¬ 
tance. They will allow people to design 
molecular computers and better under¬ 
stand what they are doing, rather than 
blindly constructing them through luck.

Winter death statistics 


make chilli

WINTER deaths last year were 
up by nearly 50 per cent on the 
year before, according to new 
figures from the Office for 
National Statistics. 

The number of excess winter deaths in 
the December to March 2008-9 is the high¬ 
est since the 1999-2000 winter. 

And new figures show that in the 2007-08 
winter months, 300 extra people died in the 
east Kent. 

Most of the unnecessary deaths, calculat¬ 
ed as the number of extra deaths in the 
winter months compared to the average for 
other non-winter months, were of people 
over the age of 85. 

The Canterbury district fared the worst 
by far in the county, with 130 extra deaths. 
This is more than 26 per cent excess winter 
mortality. 

Thanet also fared badly with 70 excess 
deaths, but Ashford and Shepway had 30 
more deaths each. 

Dover and Swale saw out the winter with 
the least extra deaths, at 20 each. This 
translates as just over four per cent more 
people dying than average. 

Health bosses have urged people to make 
sure their homes are warm, despite the 
recession and expensive heating bills. 

Children, the elderly, people with disabil¬ 
ities and those with long-term health 
conditions are the most at risk, but NHS 



directors say keeping warm makes sure 
people are more likely to be able to fight off 
bus like seasonal flu and swine flu. 

Andrew Scott-Clark, deputy director of 
public health at the Eastern and Coastal 
Kent Primary Care Trust, said: “We are 
more likely to feel the chill in winter and 
being cold lowers our immune system, mak¬ 
ing it more difficult for us to fight off bugs. 

“Every year, 8,000 people die from sea¬ 
sonal flu in England and Wales. In winter 
the virus that causes flu lives longer in the 
cold and dry air. 

“The flu doesn’t like hot weather as much 
as it likes the cold days of winter. 

“When it is cold outside, the flu virus 
finds it much easier to spread and can live 
for longer on surfaces. 

“If you are struggling to pay for extra 
heating costs you may be eligible for a 
range of benefits that can help you heat 
your home. 

“Even if you have been turned down in 
the past, you may find you now qualify for 
some means of support.” 

The NHS recommends everyone stays 
warm this winter by trying to get help they 
may be entitled to. Grant schemes include 
Warm Front, cold weather payments, 
National Energy Action, home improve¬ 
ment agencies and local council grants.

Parents praise school 

counselling ‘lifeline’ 


PARENTS struggling to cope 
with depression are being offered 
free counselling through schools, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

The scheme is being run by national chari¬ 
ty The Place2Be which aims to improve the 
emotional wellbeing of families, focusing par¬ 
ticularly on deprived areas. 

It allows parents to discuss problems in 
confidence with trained counsellors, or take 
part in group work to share their concerns. 

Medway is one of 17 regions in the country 
picked out to offer the Place for Parents serv¬ 
ice through some primary schools, and many 
using it have referred to it as their “lifeline”. 

One parent from Medway, who asked not to 
be named, admitted that without the coun¬ 
selling she might not be here today. 

Suicidal 

“I was practically suicidal,” she said. 
“Without the sessions I wouldn’t have been 
able to get through. I had no local family sup¬ 
port and no close friends I could turn to. 

“The dedication, practical advice and emo¬ 
tional support helped pull me though the 
most traumatic times of my life.” 

Place for Parents is part of a wider pro¬ 
gramme which supports school communities 
by working with teachers, children and their 
families. 

Trained counsellors visit the schools each 
week and according to Colleen Howard, 
regional manager and former Medway hub 
manager at the charity, the Kent scheme has 
been a huge success. The charity works with 
10 primary schools in the area and is funded 
by Medway Council and the schools. 


Ms Howard said: “For many parents this is 
the only opportunity they have to sit down 
and actually feel somebody is listening and 
trying to help them. They can look at what’s 
stopping them coping and what’s getting in 
the way of them being happy, while looking 
at ways of making things better. 

“Some parents prefer not to go to a school 
where their children attend; they can go to 
any school running the scheme. We have 
fathers as well as mothers going through the 
counselling and the attendance rate is 
extremely high, about 85 per cent.” 

Ms Howard said many of the parents are 
suffering depression or dealing with issues 
such as bereavement or family break-ups. 

“Sue Inkpen is the parent worker for 
Medway and she goes to schools four times a 
week,” she said. “The sessions are confiden¬ 
tial, but the organisation is very open about 
what it is doing to try to help parents.” 

Another mother who uses the Place for 
Parents scheme said it has helped her whole 
family move forward. 

She told KoS: “The counselling helped me 
build a more positive relationship with my 
children,” she said. “The sessions were a life¬ 
line when I was confused and in despair.” 

Matthew Audley, Place2Be parenting 
development manager, said: “Place2Be gives 
children the chance to talk about their prob¬ 
lems and A Place for Parents offers that for 
their mother or father or both,” he said. 

“It’s been extremely successful and The 
Times newspaper even chosen us for its 
Christmas appeal. It’s great that the work 
the charity is doing is being recognised.”

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Disturbing result 
shows we’re not 
so sound asleep

HEAVY rain and noisy partygoers 
are being blamed for depriving peo¬ 
ple of a good night’s sleep. 

A study carried out by psychologists found 
that more than 13 per cent of Kent residents 
get woken up every night, with only 18 per 
cent never being disturbed. 

Research consultants MindLab International 
Ltd, which specialises in measuring human 
responses, conducted the research to find out 
how well people in the county sleep. 

Scientific tests looking at brain activity 
revealed that men are more likely to be woken 
up by the sound of a buzzing fly or howling 
winds than by a crying baby. 

It also showed that 55 per cent of people who 
have trouble sleeping blame it on heavy rain. 
Noisy pubs and late-night revellers are 
blamed by 13 per cent of people. 

Psychologist Dr David Lewis PhD, head of 
research at MindLab International, said there 
is nothing more likely to leave people feeling 
drained than disturbed sleep. He said: “Esp¬ 
ecially when this is over several nights. 

“As the study shows, while some sounds, 
for instance your partner coughing or snor¬ 
ing beside you, disturb men and women 
equally, other noises such as a howling 
wind disturb men more than women. 

“They are more likely to be disturbed

by a crying baby or a rowdy pub crowd. 

“These differing sensitivities may repre¬ 
sent evolutionary differences that make 
women sensitive to sounds associated with 
a potential threat to their children, while 
men are more tuned to disturbances posing 
a possible threat to the whole family.” 

The study also found that out of those 
people who wake up on a regular basis at 
night, 21 per cent rarely return to sleep. 

Researchers said this causes the immune 
system to be lowered therefore making peo¬ 
ple more susceptible to falling ill, subse¬ 
quently keeping them up at night again.

Remember those in peril... 

The Archdeacon of Canterbury . 

The Venerable Sheila Watson, 
asks us to take pride in and give 
thanks for our coastal heritag e 


ONE of the joys of living 
in Kent is the closeness 
to the sea. 

But while the coast around 
Kent can bring joy, it also pres¬ 
ents us with challenges. 

During the last 12 months, 
communities in our seaside 
towns, which shockingly include 
some of the most deprived locali¬ 
ties in England, have been hit 
hard by the recession. 

At sea, our seafarers have not 
only battled against the impact of 
the economic downturn, but also 
a substantial increase in piracy. 

As we steer into the waters of 
2010, it is time to improve condi¬ 
tions for those who live in our 
coastal towns and those who 
work on the waves. 

The sea is always a powerful 
presence in our lives - summer 
or winter I find it magical. 

The White Cliffs offer historic 
memories - topped only by the 
Blessing of the Sea on January 10 
at Margate. This colourful annual 
event of the Greek Orthodox 
Church joins representatives 
from Greece and Cyprus with dig¬ 
nitaries from Kent. Led in proces¬ 
sion to the Marine Sands, they 
watch a brave swimmer plunge 
into the icy waters to retrieve the 
cross, commemorating the bap¬ 
tism of Jesus in the river Jordan. 

The Danish writer S0ren 
Kierkegaard captures some of 
the emotions the sea stirs up. 

After walking along a secluded 
seashore, he wrote in his journal: 


“As I stood alone and forsaken 
the power of the sea and the bat¬ 
tle of the elements reminded me 
of my own nothingness, and on 
the other hand the sure flight of 
the birds recalled the words spo¬ 
ken by Christ, ‘Not a sparrow 
shall fall to the ground without 
your father (knowing it)’. Then 
all at once I felt how great and 
small I was: then did those two 
mighty forces pride and humility 
happily unite in friendship.” 

For the sea conjures up both 
pride and humility. 

As an island nation we depend 
on seafarers for more than 95 per 
cent of our daily goods and serv¬ 
ices. These come at considerable 
cost for the world’s 1.5 million 
seafarers. Christmas and New 
Year put a special edge on the 
loneliness and isolation - the 
human price for our supplies. 

Like most of us, I suspect, this 
would have passed me by had I 
not become involved with the 
charity Mission to Seafarers - 
who provide care and friendship 
for seafarers of all nationalities 
and faiths around the world. It is 
disheartening enough for seafar¬ 
ers that we don’t always think 


about whom to thank for the 
bananas in the shops or petrol in 
our cars. Rather worse are the 
hazards endured, from piracy to 
abandoned vessels and crews. 

By late October, 2009, reports 
showed an unprecedented rise in 
Somali pirate activity. 

Global figures easily surpassed 
those of 2008, when 49 vessels 
were hijacked and 889 crew 
taken hostage. The International 
Maritime Employers Federation 
chairman Ian Sherwood high¬ 
lights the need for “direct interven¬ 
tion from national governments 
through co-ordination and co-oper¬ 
ation on an international scale”. 

The economic downturn also has 
its impact - not just on employ¬ 
ment. Some vessels are being laid 
up or abandoned, leaving crews 
without contact from the owner 
and without wages and supplies. 
Add to that our ever- increasing 
security concerns making it diffi¬ 
cult for seafarers to be allowed on 
shore. It all gives a new meaning 
to the old hymn For Those In Peril 
On The Sea. No wonder the 
International Maritime Organ¬ 
isation has declared 2010 to be 
the Year of the Seafarer. 



Locally it is great to see initia¬ 
tives such as the ferry port 
expansion in Dover, the new 
Turner Gallery at Margate, and 
plans for the seafront Creative 
Quarter in Folkestone. 

At the same time there is that 
uncomfortable fact our seaside 
towns currently contain some of 
the most deprived localities in 
England. This makes the vision in 
East Kent for fairer, stronger and 
healthier communities ever more 
important. It is no good leaving it 
to someone else to tackle. The 
problems are complex and need 
the concerted effort and co-opera¬ 
tion between public agencies, vol¬ 
untary bodies with community 
involvement from the outset. 

In 2010, let’s take pride in our 
coastal heritage and life in Kent. 
Let’s have the humility to see 
what needs to be changed for the 
better. And let’s spare a prayer 
for those at sea both far and near. 

We might then become the 
lucky people in whom those two 
mighty forces pride and humility 
happily unite in friendship.

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Out of touch on sea safety 


Tory claims that the English Channel 
emergency service is at risk from the scrap¬ 
ping of Air Sea Rescue aircraft at Manston 
are complete nonsense. 

The claims were made by Julian Brazier, 
the Canterbury and Whitstable MP and 
shadow shipping minister, after he was 
approached by Laura Sandys, the Tory can¬ 
didate for South Thanet. 

He wrote to the shipping minister: “I have 
been contacted by Laura Sandys ... regard¬ 
ing the scrapping of Air Sea Rescue from 
Manston. I share Laura’s concern and know 
it will be echoed by a great many residents.” 

Mr Brazier and Ms Sandys are hopeless¬ 
ly confused. This is Tory scaremongering at 
its worst. Rescue helicopters have not been 
based at Manston for many years: they are 
at RAF Wattisham. 

There is a fixed-wing aircraft based at 
Manston that is used to monitor interna¬ 
tional regulations for prevention of colli¬ 
sions at sea. It takes pictures of ships 
which can be used in the prosecution of 
unsafe captains. 

It is to be replaced by a faster aircraft 


based at the owning company’s HQ in 
Coventry but it is not involved in rescue 
work. Claims by Mr Brazier and Ms Sandys 
that the aircraft has an emergency rescue 
role are bogus. It can, in unusual circum¬ 
stances, be called on to see if the crew can 
spot someone missing at sea, but it is not in 
its protocol to do this and it has never 
thrown a life raft to someone in trouble, as 
has been claimed - to do so would be like 
having a missile thrown at you at 150mph. 

A simple call to the Maritime Coastguard 
Agency would have told the Tories the pro¬ 
posals have no impact on safety at sea or 
rescue. Instead they chose to frighten peo¬ 
ple because an election is coming. 

This is not the first time Ms Sandys has 
got transport policies confused. A couple of 
years ago she was telling people the 
Government had plans to allow 60-tonne 
lorries on the roads. 

In fact, it was the Tory transport 
spokesman at the time who had proposed 
the idea and Labour blocked it.

Oddball Lib Dem party 

At a recent Bromley council meeting the 
Labour group put forward a small scheme to 
allow communities to have more say in how 
some of their council tax was spent. 

We proposed a small amount of money each 
year should be allocated to each of the wards 
in the borough. Councillors could then call a 
ward assembly to decide how this should be 
spent on local priorities. 

We thought this was an interesting idea 
that would appeal to residents. It works well 
in neighbouring boroughs. Sometimes local 
people decide parks or play equipment are a 
priority, or activities for young people or sup¬ 
porting a group for the elderly, or money 
could be devoted to a scheme such as making 
a high street more attractive. 

The money could come from an existing 
fund and it doesn’t have to be large. It could 
be as little as £10,000 per three-councillor 
ward. In some boroughs it is as much as 
£50,000, allowing for more ambitious proj¬ 
ects. Ward assemblies organised in this way 


allow more people to have a direct say on 
how their council tax is spent, to be more 
closely involved in decision-making and to 
play a part in civic proceedings. 

We already knew the majority Tory group 
was against such a scheme; the leader of the 
council had made his opposition clear. What 
surprised us is that once again the Liberal 


Democrats decided to align themselves with 
the Tories. We had thought a party which 
claims to support localism would be in favour. 

Sometimes it is just so difficult to under¬ 
stand what this rag-tag and bobtail group 
really believe in - if anything.

Miss Skinner, who is based in Tunbridge 
Wells, suggests wording resolutions careful¬ 
ly: “Make them positive (I will exercise twice 
a week) rather than negative (I won’t eat 12 
cream cakes with my tea).” 

“Whatever you choose to do, try to make 
your goal SMART: Specific, Measurable (so 
you know exactly what you have to do to 
achieve it), Attractive (to make you more 
likely to keep trying), Realistic and Time- 
bound - so you have a deadline.” 

Health and fitness trainer Ruth Malone 
works along the same lines when helping 
clients plan their new regime. “Try and set a 
goal you can measure. If you don’t do this, 
you won’t know when you’ve achieved your 
goal and you may lose motivation if you can’t 
measure progress. A good example is Tm going 
to lose two stone by the end of May’ and a 
bad example is Tm going to get fitter’.” 

Ruth, who is based in Bells Yew Green, rec¬ 
ommends choosing a goal with benefits you 
believe in. “If you’re getting fit to follow the 
crowd and you don’t buy into the benefits 
yourself, you’re much less likely to stick with 
it when things get tough. However, if you 
have a clear idea of the benefits you’ll achieve 
(for example, I’m reducing my risk of heart 
disease because I want to be there for my 
children) you’re much more likely to be moti¬ 
vated to continue.” 

If the influx of new possessions has 
prompted you to be tidier, de-cluttering 
could be in order. Staplehurst interior 
designer Esther Bauer believes there are a 
few habits to acquire if you want to culti¬ 


vate serenity in the home. She said: “It’s 
about discipline. A bit of time every day to 
put things back and tidy up after yourself.” 

But she doesn’t believe you should do all 
the hard work: “Make the children responsi¬ 
ble for their own bedrooms. Perhaps tiy to 
instil a little pride in making their bed in the 
morning and trying to keep their rooms tidy.” 

She also advises tackling a disorganised 
house room by room: “Sort through belong¬ 
ings, deciding what to keep and what to dis¬ 
card. Try to be ruthless as I think that’s the 
only way to successful. Things you’ve not 
used for two years, you probably don’t need.” 

On the subject of clutter, the Citizens 
Advice Bureau has a motto for the profli¬ 
gate sales shopper: “Today’s bargain is 
tomorrow’s clutter,” warns Pi Townsend of 


Tunbridge Wells CAB. “And 20 per cent off 
is still 80 per cent on.” 

The bureau, which is known for helping 
those in debt, has some advice for those 
hoping to avoid that situation by starting 
2010 with financial panache. One tip is to 
use standing orders to meet regular outgoings. 

The bureau also suggests putting a little 
away for a rainy day. “Try to save every 
month, especially for planned spending like 
holidays and Christmas. Set up a standing 
order to a savings account. You will be sur¬ 
prised how quickly you forget you are saving.” 

And for those who’ve tried and failed, there 
is hope. Katie Skinner suggests a new 
approach: “Come at the same goal from a dif¬ 
ferent angle. Don’t make resolutions a pun¬ 
ishment, make them fun and exciting.” 


Ruth Malone is a great believer in being 
kind to yourself: “Try not to see your progress 
as all-or-nothing, but celebrate each bit of 
progress you make.” 

It almost sounds easy, doesn’t it?

Delights from 
under the sea 


RESTAURANT REVIEW

I DON’T think it would be unfair to 
say Heme Bay is not really one of 
Kent’s dining hotspots. 

I wouldn’t change the town for the world, it’s 
where I grew up and I want it to stay just the 
way it is, but compared to its close neighbour 
Whitstable, which has an embarrassment of 
culinary riches, the Bay is a little behind. 

Admittedly, there a couple of obvious haunts 
to try, but once you have visited them, the 
options are slim. 

Still, I’d never been to the seafront restau¬ 
rant Le Petit Poisson, just next to the pier, so I 
braved the bitterest of winter nights to see 
what it had to offer. 

As you would expect from a place so near the 
sea, the menu is dominated by fish. 

It could hardly be any closer to the shoreline, 
in fact the restaurant is situated in the middle 
of the promenade area. 

The place was half full, and my fellow diner 
looked a little apprehensive, but that was 
down to the brisk icy wind that had chilled us. 

After we were seated and a glass or two of the 
always quaffable Italian red Valpolicella 
(£14.95) had been dispatched, I decided to 
embrace my inner seafarer with gusto and 


plumped for three oysters grilled with tar¬ 
ragon, garlic and Parmesan (£1.25 each). 

My only previous experience of the daunting 
molluscs was in their tip-down-your-neck form 
in Whitstable last year and I can’t say it was 
something I had enjoyed too much. 

However, the adding of heat to the shell- 
dwellers is a very good thing, and chewing on 
them made for a truly tasty treat that I would 
certainly try again. 

I was surprised how well the Parmesan 
worked with the dish, as cheese and fish is a 
bit of a no-no in my eyes. 

My companion plumped for the hot home 
cured salmon with beetroot salad (£5.95) to 
begin. It was eaten quickly, and she called it 
“excellent and very well presented”. 

After a few more glasses of wine, I 
chose the panfried halibut, with a poached oys¬ 
ter, cream and smoked bacon (£13.95). 

It was a delight from start to finish, and fill¬ 
ing, too. Not only was the fish cooked to a T, but 
not a single niggly bone annoyed me. 

My partner decided on the cod fillet baked in 
cep powder and butternut squash sauce 
(£13.25). The presentation of this dish was 
especially noteworthy, the white fish 
bathed in a vivid orange sauce was met 
with real appreciation. Although she 
remarked that it “wasn’t quite as good as

the starter” not a spoonful was left, which is a 
good sign. 

We each enjoyed the sticky toffee pudding 
with pecan parfait and butterscotch (£4.75) for 
dessert, which was a necessary hit of comfort 
food for the cold evening. 

It was well executed and there seemed to be 
a hint of whiskey in there somewhere, which 
was a real compliment to the toffee. 

All in all I recommend this little place. 
The welcome is warm and the food even 
better. 


However, if seafood is not your thing, 
be warned, there is no point in visiting, 
as on the night I was in there were no 
alternatives to fish for you to choose from.

Scheme s ‘unbelievable 5 waste 


STOPPING people losing their home when 
they fall behind with the mortgage was a big 
worry for the Government - in fact a year ago 
it launched a scheme to help slow the numbers 
being repossessed. 

But £2.5 million and 12 months later, just 15 
people in Britain have been helped and critics 
are seething. 

It is called the Homeowner Mortgage 
Support Scheme (HMSS) and the cost has 
been blasted as “unbelievable”. 

With an average price of the homes coming 
in at £165,000, it is claimed it would be been 
easier for the Government to simply buy the 
houses for the people helped. 

Shadow housing minister Grant Shapps 
said: “These figures will be a slap in the face 
for the 1,000 families who are being repos¬ 
sessed every week. 

“It’s unbelievable that during the deepest 
recession since records began the Govern¬ 
ment is spending millions on a scheme that 



PAYING THE PRICE: But the mortgage support 
scheme has been far too costly, say critics 

has been mired in uncertainty and helped just 
15 families.” 

But the Communities and Local 
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Government Department defended the 
scheme, saying: “The bulk of the costs set out 
by the housing minister are one-off set-up 
costs. They include support across broader 
work on repossessions policy and not only on 
the development of HMSS. 

“Because of the high levels of forbearance 
being offered by lenders and low interest rates, 
fewer people than expected have needed to 
rely on the scheme to date. 

“But with the risk of repossession remaining 
high throughout next year, HMSS offers an 
important safety net which may well be need¬ 
ed for more borrowers in the months ahead.” 

The scheme helps by reducing monthly 
mortgage payments for up to two years. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders said 
almost 270,000 people were at least three 
months in arrears by September 2009, up 
from 166,000 at the same time a year earlier.

TOURIST chiefs say the so-called 
‘staycation effect’ has brought big 
benefits to Kent and the South 
East, writes Andy Rogers. 

Many tourist businesses even had a record 
year despite the recession, though some have 
had to sacrifice profitability per visitor by 
using incentives and promotions. 

The term staycation was coined to reflect 
UK holidaymakers shunning holidays and 
breaks abroad as the recession hit hard, stay¬ 
ing at home to make the most of sterling and, 
as a bonus, enjoy an Indian summer. 

And the new buzzword has certainly been 
underlined by Tourism South East data, which 
shows 46 per cent of tourism businesses in the 
region improved trading from July to 
September, 2009 - five per cent more than for 
the same period in 2008 - and 78 per cent ben¬ 
efited from higher numbers of domestic visitors. 

Leisure trips in the South East increased by 
25 per cent and visitors’ spending on those 
trips increased by 14 per cent. 

And there is a fiappy camper effect’ too, with 
the Camping and Caravanning Club reporting 
advance bookings for the South East rose 
more than 10 per cent this year and occupan¬ 
cy was up more than 13 per cent against 2008. 

Caravan and camping businesses as well as 
visitor attractions reported better perform¬ 
ance from July to September compared with 
2008 - up 79 per cent and 65 per cent respec¬ 
tively. Visitor attractions reaping rewards 
included Dover Castle where recent invest¬ 
ments by English Heritage have recreated 
King Henry II’s 12th century palace. In 


August alone, 62,680 visitors flocked to see the 
Kent attraction - an increase of 49 per cent 
over August 2008. 

“It is heartening to see our investment in 
what is one of the country’s most significant 
heritage tourism developments has already 
captured the imagination of the public and 
encouraged them to come to Kent and to stay 
longer,” said Steve Lang, head of visitor opera¬ 
tions at Dover Castle. 

“We aim to continue this growth well into 
our 2010 season and are forecasting a 20 per 
cent growth in visitor figures compared with 
the months in 2009 before the Great Tower 
opened.” 

However, Tourism South East admits that 
more visitors have not necessarily led to a like- 
for-like increase in profits for some attractions. 


Price sensitivity among consumers has 
required promotions and offers. Research chief 
at Tourism South East, Parves Khan, said: 
“Overall, the feedback has been positive. 
However, 2009 was a challenging year for 
many hoteliers who rely on foreign visitors 
and the business travel market. 

“International Passenger Survey figures 
which take us up to August show a nine per 
cent drop in the number of inbound trips. 

“On the domestic front, evidence from holi¬ 
day parks suggests they are experiencing a 
significant increase in advance bookings for 
2010. 

“It looks like the staycation effect is set to 
continue. Park Holidays UK has reported 
advance bookings for 2010 at its 25 centres are 
66 per cent ahead of last year’s figures.” 


Consumers now ‘get’ ethical spending, says Co-op 


SPENDING on ethical goods and services has 
virtually trebled in a decade, according to the 
Co-operative Bank’s newly-published Ethical 
Consumerism Report. 

The ethical market was worth £36 billion in 
2008 against £13.5bn in 1999, with key sectors 
such as food, household goods, eco-travel and 
ethical finance easily outstripping an overall 
58 per cent increase in consumer spending 
over the past 10 years. 

But the most dramatic finding in the Co-op 


report - a barometer of UK ethical spending 
for a decade - is the Fairtrade sector’s expan¬ 
sion by a factor of 30. Sales of Fairtrade goods 
and produce, which give a premium to growers 
and producers in developing countries, were 
just £22m in 1999; last year the figure was 
£635m and it is expected to smash the £lbn 
barrier in 2010. 

Sales of energy efficient electrical appliances 
and boilers have also grown 12 and nine times 
respectively, while the financial services mar¬ 


ket has seen ethical banking and investments 
triple over the course of the decade. 

Neville Richardson, chief executive at Co¬ 
operative Financial Services, said: “It is clear 
UK shoppers have grown accustomed to sup¬ 
porting growers in developing countries by 
buying Fairtrade. Although the report shows 
ethical purchasing is well established, there is 
still a long way to go if we are all going to 
adopt the low-carbon lifestyle needed to avoid 
cataclysmic climate change.”

CHATHAM Historic Dockyard 
Trust approached its 25th 
anniversary year with some 
concerns, says marketing manager 
Anthony Morse. 

While upbeat about the special year and 
celebratory events, managers were conscious 
that visitors might stay away as Britain 
battled recession and higher fuel prices. 

Like so many homegrown attractions 
though, the Dockyard benefited from the 
‘staycation’ trend, where people decided not to 
holiday abroad, often using their leisure cash 
for short breaks or days out. 

As a result, the former naval base with its 
Nelsonian heritage not only celebrated the 
actual anniversary in April with renewed 
confidence, but maintained a healthy level of 
visitors throughout 2009 despite the recession. 

It also added to this in late 2009 by jointly 
winning the Leisure and Tourism section in 
the £1 Million Business Challenge Awards 
held by KOS Media, publisher of this 
newspaper and the Your Local midweek series, 
plus the www.kentnews.co.uk family of 
websites and www.yourkenttv.co.uk. 

This brought a prize fund of about £90,000 in 
media spend to be used across the KOS Media 
group. 

Mr Morse said: “The Dockyard has become a 
vibrant, mixed-use community attracting 
125,000 visitors a year and it also has 125,000

homes and more than 100 businesses and we 
have had a great 25th anniversary year.” 

Looking ahead to 2010, he said: “We have a 
superb new gallery and attraction opening so 
I’m sure the fund that comes with this KOS 
Media award will help us tell everyone about 
that.” 

The Dockyard has been a triumph snatched 
from the disaster of 1980s cutbacks when 
Medway learned the Royal Naval base - then 
the area’s biggest employer - would be closed. 

The real estate was divided in two, with the 
older section and its historic buildings 
packaged for development as an 80-acre 
tourist attraction under a charitable trust. 

What had been real estate deemed 
unsuitable for a modern Navy suddenly 
became prime assets for attracting visitors. 

Most of the trust’s £3 million annual 


operating cost now comes directly from 
visitors and revenue from filming rights, 
conferencing, weddings, banqueting and other 
onsite activities. 

Chatham played a crucial role in 400 years 
of Navy history including events such as the 
Spanish Armada, the Dutch Wars and the 
struggle against Revolutionary and 
Napoleonic France. 

It was also linked with two of Britain’s 
greatest seamen, Sir Francis Drake and 
Admiral Horatio Nelson. 

The dockyard built HMS Victory, Nelson’s 
flagship at the pivotal Battle of Trafalgar in 
1805. Victory now resides at Portsmouth, but 
the Kent base has historic warships on display 
including HMS Gannet (1878), destroyer HMS 
Cavalier (1944) and submarine HMS Ocelot 
(1962), plus imaginative exhibitions. 



Simon’s making progress 

A FARMER who grows apricots and is 
planting kiwi fruit has won the UK’s top 
award for progressive farming. 

Simon Foad manages Highland Court 
Farm at Bridge, near Canterbury, where he 
heads a team with a reputation for trail- 
blazing and advising their industry. 

Mr Foad, 46, added to this by being judged 
Progressive Farmer of the Year - sponsored 
by farming products firm Agrovista - at the 
Food and Farming Industry Awards. 

Alan Whibley of Farm Business magazine, 
which organises the awards, said: “This team 
is at the top of its game and supporting 
others to reach the same high standards. 

“Mr Foad is an exemplary farmer, a really 
nice guy and a superb ambassador for our 
industry. This award is about innovative 
thinking and new techniques and 
technologies. 

“Under his leadership, Highland Court 
Farm is both sustainable and profitable 
during a tough period for British farming. It’s 
a model for others to follow.” 

Mr Foad said: “I was shocked to win as we 
were up against great competition. But it

demonstrates our commitment and attitude 
to new technology, ideas and opportunities. 

‘We have ambitious plans which will only 
be realised through team effort. Apricots 
have done well for us, but we’re only just 
experimenting with kiwi fruit, so there’s a lot 
of work to do and people will be watching us.” 

The ceremony in London was hosted by the 
shadow secretary of state for agriculture and 
rural affairs, James Paice MP. 
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■ NO USE Empty, the initiative 
aiming to bring empty properties 
in Kent back into use, has approved a 
further £1 million in interest-free loans 
to home owners across the county 
The fresh cash takes the No Use 
Empty partnership between Kent 
County Council and local councils to 
more than £2.5m at a time when it is 
hard for individuals to borrow money 
from banks. 

New areas and projects to benefit 
include Dartford, Thanet - including 
£175,000 in Cliftonville for a property 
originally part of the Landmark Hotel - 
Dover, Shepway and Sevenoaks. 

KCC alone has committed a £5m fund 
to help persuade property owners to 
bring empty buildings back into use; 
research shows that the cost of 
renovation is one of the biggest 
obstacles. 

Owners can apply for an interest-free 
loan of up to £25,000 per unit to a 
maximum of £175,000. 

Barbara Hewett-Silk, recipient of a 
No Use Empty loan in Ramsgate, said 
her property had been empty for more 
than four years and suffered a lot of 
water damage. “The help provided by 
KCC and Thanet council staff in 
obtaining the grant has meant we have 
been able to carry out the repairs 
quickly and get the house ready for sale 
in a short space of time,” she said. 

■ KENT’S recent winter chill has 
underlined the benefits of new 
IT links available even to the 
smallest businesses, according to a 
supplier of unified communications 
systems. 

While other firms and their 
employees were hit hard by 
paralysis on county roads and 
railways, Outsourcery claims its 
clients were able to keep working 
via their laptops by using a 
package of remote desktop sharing, 
video conferencing facilities, 
instant messaging and other 
hi-tech tricks. 

Mark Seemann, product strategy 
and development director at 
Outsourcery, said: “The bad 
weather shows that small 
businesses cannot always rely on 
employees being able to meet face- 
to-face. 

“With large numbers of 
employees having to work away 
from the office in the harsh 
weather conditions, businesses are 
finding that they need more 
effective ways to stay in touch with 
their colleagues and clients.” 

■ NEW offices at Highcross and 
Cantium Developments’ 

Watermark Kent office park near 
Sittingboume have been sold to the 
Southern Educational Leadership Trust 
(Selt). 

The charity specialises in leadership 
development in the education sector; a 
major contract is the mandatory 
National Professional Qualification for 
headteachers across the south. 

Selt was previously based at West 
Mailing, but chief executive Frank 
Clare said it wanted to stay in Kent, 
adding: “Kent is an important location 
for us, both in terms of our staff and our 
customers. 

“The Watermark development is 
convenient for the M2 and M20 and 
offered new high-quality buildings. 

“We were also looking at cost- 
effectiveness and were attracted by the 
opportunity to purchase the freehold, 
which we felt offered good value for 
money.” 

The charity has bought Units 1 and 2 
at the park, totalling 8,507 sq ft, within 
the development’s 13-unit first phase, 
Conqueror Court.

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YOU could argue the past decade 
has been the most successful in 
the history of Kent football. 
Before 2000 the county’s sides 
had mustered just two Wembley 
appearances between them and 
both, Dartford’s FA Trophy final 
in 1974 and Gillingham’s 1999 
play-off, ended in defeat. 

In the last decade alone that figure doubled, 
with the Kent side victorious every time. Deal 
started the trend by winning the FA Vase in 

2000, a couple of weeks before Gillingham 
beat Wigan in the play-offs. Ebbsfleet United 
won the FA Trophy in 2008 and Gillingham 
were again promoted last year. 

The Gills became the first Kent side since 
Woolwich Arsenal to play in the second tier 
of English football, staying there for five 
seasons. 

Non-league reorganisation in 2005 put an 
end to the era when Kent clubs travelled 
past dozens of grounds in the London area to 
play the likes of Grantham and King’s Lynn, 
there has always been at least one Kent 
team in the Conference and Dartford have 
built a superb new ground. 

Yet, try saying this has been a golden 
decade to fans of Canterbury City or 
Sheppey United, both of whom folded in 

2001. The Kent League, once a competition 
watched by thousands, is essentially a league 
for players only, with attendances often exag¬ 
gerated to spare clubs’ embarrassment. 

City have at least reformed, but there 
are clubs seemingly queuing up to follow 
Sheppey into oblivion.

RAMSGATE 

THE Rams were going nowhere fast in

local players and transformed an under¬ 
achieving squad into a gritty side that won 
the Kent League in 2004-05 and the Ryman 
Division One South title a year later. 

Defeat in the 2007 play-offs was followed 
by a League Cup success in 2008, but on a 
limited budget it was no surprise when they 
were relegated last season.

His displays last year per¬ 
suaded the club to forget about re-signing 
Justin Kemp as an overseas player, instead 
opting to back Northeast to take his place in 
Kent’s top six. 

The Ashford-born right-hander hit his maid¬ 
en century with an unbeaten 128 against 
Gloucestershire last summer, and went on to 
score 667 runs with a respectable average just 
shy of 40 in a fruitful season at St Lawrence. 

Stepping up to Division One cricket will be a 
significant challenge and the youngster has 
already begun his preparations by spending 
time working against spin in India. His early 
achievements in the game have already been 
recognised by England, who have named him 
in their Performance Programme this winter.

JACK PAYNE: The definition of an old head 
on young shoulders, Jack Payne has offered 
enough already this season to suggest he is 
poised for a promising career. 

Graduating from Gillingham’s youth set-up a 
year early, the midfielder, who only turned 18 
last month, made a big impact in pre-season. 

After watching him score the only goal in the 
friendly win at Crystal Palace, manager Mark 
Stimson said: “I watched him a lot in the youth 
side last year and made him a pro as soon as 
he turned 17 because I rate him highly.

ADRIAN QUAIFE-HOBBS: The youngest 
driver in the country to receive the British 
Racing Drivers Club Rising Star award looks 
set for an exciting 2010 with a move to the 
Formula 3 Euro Series. 

The 18-year-old from Tonbridge has 


risen through the motorsport ranks at an 
alarming pace, securing his first title aged 
15 in the prestigious T Cars Series and 
remains the youngest ever winner of the 
championship. 

Since winning the T Car title in 2005, 
Quaife-Hobbs has impressed in Formula 
BMW and Formula Renault, which has since 
secured him a lucrative race seat in the 2010 
Formula 3 Euro Series. 

The championship is one of the most com¬ 
petitive in single-seater racing and has helped 
to produce the likes of Formula One stars 
Lewis Hamilton and Sebastian Vettel. 

Quaife-Hobbs will be one of the youngest driv¬ 
ers in the paddock and is hoping to be in con¬ 
tention for race wins by the end of the season.

Injured Gills ace ‘horrible to live with’ 


FEW people will be looking for¬ 
ward to the New Year more than 
Danny Jackman, who is hoping to 
make up for lost time at 
Gillingham following the most 
serious injury of his career, writes 
David Pritchard. 

The midfielder, who turns 27 
today, has spent three months on 
the sidelines recovering from sur¬ 
gery after dislocating his shoulder 
in a game at Southampton. 

After a relatively injury-free 
start to his career, the time spent 
on the sidelines has been difficult. 

Going under the knife meant 
taking twice as long to recover, but 
Jackman felt it was the only sensi¬ 
ble option. 

“If I hadn’t had it done there was 
a 75-80 per cent chance it would 
go again,” he said. “I wasn’t pre¬ 
pared to take that risk and if it 
had gone after finishing the initial 
rehab that would have been pret¬

ty much my season done and dust¬ 
ed. Ill still have February to May 
to come back in and hopefully con¬ 
tribute to the team. 

“It’s been murder, I’ve been hor¬ 
rible to live with. My wife doesn’t 
like living with me at the moment, 
She’s desperate for me to play so I 
can get out of the house.” 


The one consolation is the injury 
might easily have been much 
worse. Southampton’s medical 
team, better equipped than most 
in League One, were able to get 
the shoulder back in place within 
six minutes of the injury, avoiding 
a lengthy trip to hospital to get 
X-rays taken. 

The injury brought Jackman’s 
second spell at the Gills to a shud¬ 
dering halt, just eight games after 
signing from Northampton. 

Although his return to first- 
team action is less than a month 
away, the midfielder does not 
believe he will hit top gear before 
the end of the season. 

He said: “It’s a case of getting 
through to the end of the season 
and starting afresh next year. 
Generally with me if I’ve had a full 
pre-season then once it gets to 
Christmas time that’s when I 
start to feel properly fit. 


“It does take a while so Fm not 
going to get to that peak of fitness.” 

When Jackman does return it 
will be to a side cautiously opti¬ 
mistic about the second-half of the 
season after a steady start to fife 
in League One. The club’s woeful 
away form continues to raise con¬ 
cerns about slipping into the bot¬ 
tom four and the former Aston 
Villa trainee firmly believes the 
squad have to get over the mental 
hurdle if they are to avoid a rele¬ 
gation battle in the spring. 

He said: “We can’t think our 
home form is going to be enough 
because there are going to be 
games here we’re going to lose. If 
you’re not winning away then it 
spells trouble, so we need to pick 
up a few points away, which would 
take the pressure off our home 
form. I think the boys are trying 
their hardest but we need to do 
that little bit more to see it out.”

Duo’s drive 
to secure 
tour status 


AFTER a torrid 18 months which has tested 
her love for the game, Kent golfer Dani 
Masters is optimistic about a successful 
return to the Ladies European Tour (LET). 

The 26-year-old’s promising career was 
brought to an abrupt halt in 2008 by a series 
of injuries which kept her out for half the 
season. After losing LET exemption, 
Masters spent last year in virtual exile on 
the sidelines. 

Returning to Qualifying School last month, 
the Maidstone golfer came through pre¬ 
qualifying to make the final stage. A lack of 
tournament golf cost her the chance of 
claiming a full card for this season, but a 
43rd place finish could still see Masters 
enter half the events on the 2010 calendar. 

“I’m glad to see the back of the last two 
years,” she said. “It’s been tough and there 
were times when I was feeling very sorry for 
myself and thought about getting a normal 
life with a regular job. But I love playing golf 
and if I can get a good start next season I 
could be back on track.” 

Further up the leaderboard at Q-School, 
Claire Aitken regained her full LET card by 
finishing 21 st. It was the second successive 
season the 23-year-old from Gravesend had 
come through the intense competition. 

The finish allows Aitken a second chance 
on Tour, after a disappointing debut season 
in 2009 which saw her make just three cuts. 

The LET gets under way in February with 
the New Zealand Women’s Open in 
Christchurch.

KENT skipper Rob Key believes 
the club’s decision to stage a 
Twenty20 home game at the 
Brit Oval in the summer will 
help the county’s future recruit¬ 
ment of players. 

Hosting the Kent Spitfires’ T20 clash 
with old foes the Essex Eagles at the Oval 
in Surrey has predictably been met with a 
degree of scepticism from some of the club’s 
members, but Key has urged all Kent sup¬ 
porters to look at the bigger picture. 

The club hope the game, scheduled for July 
9, will bring in extra revenue during the coun¬ 
ty’s T20 campaign as they look to fill the 
23,500 capacity ground in Kennington. 

Fantastic 

Key told KOS Media: “I think it’s fantas¬ 
tic, it’s obviously been in the pipeline for a 
few weeks and as captain I am aware of 
how important it is going to be from a 
financial point of view. 

‘"For the last couple of years, like eveiy- 
where else, money has been hard to come by 
and to put out a decent team you need money 
as much as anything else and this could be a 
huge part of being able to compete. 

“There is always a big jigsaw puzzle try¬ 
ing to make the finances meet with the 
quality of player you want, so this could 
make life a lot easier, not just for the team 
we put out next year, but what we are able 
to provide for the next generation of Kent 
players coming through.” 

For some Kent supporters, however, the 
move to stage cricket outside the county 


for the first time in the club’s 
168-year history is a further 
blow after Kent chiefs announced 
a 57 per cent hike in member¬ 
ship last month to allow for the 
inclusion of T20 cricket. Some 
of the club’s members are 
hoping to get 100 names on a 
petition to call for a Special 
General Meeting and the news 
that Kent will play a game in 
south London, instead of playing 
at Canterbury or one of the coun¬ 
ty’s outgrounds, has had a mixed 
response. 

Key, who signed a deal to stay 
at Kent at the end of last sea¬ 
son, sympathises with support¬ 
ers but hopes they will back 
the club in its ambitious 
attempts to progress from being 
a second tier county. 

“In the past we have been able 
to put a half-decent side out and 
that is down to the membership 
because we are one of the best 
supported clubs in the country,” 
he said. “Without that we haven’t 
got a great deal, but hopefully 
they can see this is a good way of 
supporting us even more and 
really making a massive differ¬ 
ence. We have to look at the 
bigger picture - there are so 
many more positives than nega¬ 
tives to come out of this.” 

As the club embarks on an 
£8.2 million facelift for the 
St Lawrence Ground in 
Canterbury, three other T20 
fixtures will be played at the county’s out¬ 
grounds. The Worsley Bridge Road ground

in Beckenham will host fixtures 
against the Somerset Sabres and 
Surrey Brown Caps, while the 
hugely popular Nevill in 
Tunbridge Wells stages the open¬ 
ing game of Kent’s T20 campaign 
against the Sussex Sharks. 

Key said: “Taking the games 
around the county keeps it fresh. 
T20 is a great product, but like 
anything you can overkill it. We 
played at Tunbridge Wells last 
year and it was a sell out and when you 
play in front of a packed crowd it is a great 
feeling for the players.” 


Hess kills off Dover quit rumours 


DOVER Athletic boss Andy 
Hessenthaler has rubbished 
rumours suggesting he offered 
his resignation after his side’s 
6-2 Boxing Day capitulation at 
relegation-threatened Lewes, 
writes Tom Howard. 

Dover suffered their worst 
defeat since Hessenthaler took 
charge more than two years ago 
as they threw away a two-goal 
lead to lose 6-2. 

Rumours on the club’s fans 
forum suggested Hessenthaler, 
who helped guide Dover to 
consecutive promotions, offered 


his resignation after the final whis¬ 
tle. However, the Whites boss 
refuted the rumours and remains 
dedicated to his job at the club.
